Exhibit  A — Balance  Sheet  reasonably  presents  the  financial  condition 
of  the  Massachusetts  Charitable  Mechanic  Association  as  at  the  close  of 
business  December  31,  1952.  I do  comment  on  specific  items  contained 
therein  as  follows: 


Current  Assets: 

All  monies  shown  to  have  been  received  by  the  Association  were 
traced  into  depository  bank.  All  disbursements  are  supported  by  can- 
celled checks,  which  were  examined  in  detail. 

The  balance  in  the  checking  account  as  of  December  31,  1952  has 
been  confirmed  by  direct  correspondence  with  the  depository  bank  and 
reconciled  to  the  books  of  account.  The  cash  on  hand  was  duly  verified 
during  the  course  of  the  examination. 

The  changes  in  Reserve  Cash,  deposited  in  sundry  savings  banks,  are 
detailed  in  Exhibit  A,  Schedule  1.  Bank  passbooks  were  examined  in 
support  of  this  asset. 
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The  Association  expended  for  relief  during  1952,  $7,425.55  as  com- 
pared with  $6,924.95  in  1951.  These  monies  will  be  reimbursed  to  the 
Association  by  the  Trustees  of  the  Charity  Fund  in  1953. 

Of  the  Accounts  Receivable,  amounting  to  $1,747.62,  $200  represents 
a 1951  charge,  and  the  auditor  recommends  that  it  be  charged  off. 


Other  Funds:  $7,604..00. 

The  Massachusetts  Hospital  Life  Insurance  Company  have  confirmed 
that  they  held  in  safe  keeping  as  of  January  7,  1953,  “Deposit  in  Trust” 
certificate  ^568  of  the  Association  for  314.04  units  of  the  Massachusetts 
Life  Fund.  This  certificate  was  originally  issued  in  1947  and  has  a book 
value  of  $7,604.  The  value  as  of  December  31,  1952,  amounted  to 
$9,257.90. 


Investments:  $37Ji,,83Jt-.83. 

The  securities  and  income  therefrom  are  disclosed  in  detail  in  a 
separate  report  rendered  to  the  Trustees  of  the  Charity  Fund.  All  the 
underlying  securities  and  savings  banks  passbooks  were  examined  by  me 
in  the  presence  of  all  the  Trustees  on  December  26,  1952  at  the  safe 
deposit  vault  of  the  Boston  Safe  Deposit  and  Trust  Company.  All 
income  was  properly  accounted  for. 


Investments  in  Plant:  $537,531.93. 

By  a special  Act  of  the  Legislature  in  the  year  1880,  the  Association 
can  hold  $600,000  in  real  and  personal  property.  Shortly  thereafter,  the 
Association  voted  to  buy  the  land  of  its  present  site  and  erect  a building 
thereon.  The  present  building  was  appraised  in  1923  for  $528,000  by  two 
independent  appraisers  and  that  is  the  value  at  which  it. is  now  carried 
on  the  books.  The  property  was  assessed  in  1946  by  the  City  of  Boston 
as  follows: 


Land  (109,840  square  feet) $714,300 

Building 95,700 


$810,000 


This  same  value  was  used  for  the  1952  assessment  by  the  City  of 
Boston. 

During  the  year  under  review,  additions  amounting  to  $1,796.86 
were  made  to  the  incinerator,  making  the  value  of  that  asset,  as  of 
December  31,  1952,  $1,821.86. 

Insurance  is  carried  by  the  Association  to  the  amount  of  $488,000 
as  tabulated  below: 
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Building $420,000 

Furniture  and  Fixtures 8,000 

Boilers 50,000 

Safe  Robbery 3,000 

Payroll  Robbery 7,000

In  addition  to  the  above,  the  paintings  are  insured  for  $20,520.  The 
Association  also  carries  Workmen’s  Compensation  and  public  liability 
insurance.  The  financial  officers  are  bonded  in  the  sum  of  $35,000. 

Current  Liabilities:  $10,331.73 

In  so  far  as  could  be  ascertained  all  known  liabilities  were  taken  up 
in  the  accounts  as  at  December  31,  1952. 

The  real  estate  taxes  for  1952  were  paid  under  protest  and  a claim  for 
refund  has  been  made. 

Profit:  $6,64-8.89 

The  profit  from  operations  for  the  year  is  set  forth  in  detail  in 
Exhibit  B.

The  Board  authorized  the  control  of  light  from  the  catwalk  w’indows 
in  Grand  Hall,  the  method  left  in  the  hands  of  the  building  manager. 

The  Board  appointed  James  E.  Bagley,  Jr.,  Trustee  to  fill  the  vacancy 
on  the  Board  of  Government  caused  by  the  resignation  of  Howard  L,  Kline. 

The  Board  authorized  the  re-roofing  of  light-well  roof.  Exhibition  Hall. 

The  Board  authorized  the  installation  of  pay  phone  booths  in  foyer 
at  99  Huntington  Avenue  and  on  sidewalk  next  to  the  building  at  corner 
of  Huntington  Avenue  and  V est  Newton  Street. 

The  Board  recommended  the  election  of  George  Washington,  our 
first  President,  to  honorary  membership,  posthumously. 

The  Board  invited  the  President  to  have  his  portrait  painted,  the 
expense  to  be  borne  by  the  Association. 

The  Board  has  acted  on  six  applications  for  membership  in  the  Asso- 
ciation, recommending  them  all  to  the  Association  for  membership. 

The  Board  appointed  William  C.  Noel  a member  of  the  Committee 
of  Relief  to  fill  the  vacancy  caused  by  the  death  of  Francis  X.  Grady. 

The  meetings  of  the  Board  have  been  exceptionally  well  attended  and 
the  utmost  harmony  has  prevailed.

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5.  To  act  upon  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Build- 
ing. The  report  read  by  Merton  F.  Dixon  was  as  follows : 

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  BUILDING 

The  Committee  has  held  ten  regular  meetings  with  an  average 
attendance  of  four  members. 

Under  the  direction  of  this  Committee,  new  roofing  and  gravel  strips 
were  installed  on  roof  over  light  well  in  Exhibition  Hall.  Copper  gutters 
have  been  repaired  and  lined  in  many  places. 

The  incinerator  was  entirely  relined  with  firebrick  and  the  outside 
covered  with  asbestos. 

The  Committee  authorized  the  purchase  of  four  sand  urns  for  cigar 
and  cigarette  disposal  to  be  used  at  99  Huntington  Avenue  and  Grand 
Hall  entrances.  They  also  authorized  the  purchase  of  four  trash  barrels. 

The  Committee  authorized  the  installation  of  the  call  system  whereby 
Grand  and  Exhibition  Halls  could  be  reached  during  preparation  and  exit 
of  shows. 

The  Committee  authorized  the  replating  of  push  and  kick  plates 
where  necessary. 

The  Committee  authorized  the  purchase  of  plastic  coatroom  checks. 

The  Committee  authorized  the  painting  of  Paul  Revere  Hall,  the 
work  done  by  our  own  men.  Under  this  Committee,  Grand  Hall  entrance 
and  foyer,  rear  of  stage,  and  Paul  Revere  Hall  entrance  enclosure  in 
Exhibition  Hall  have  been  painted  in  pastel  color. 

The  Committee  authorized  the  replacement  of  a two  and  one-half 
inch  water  supply  in  Grand  Hall  basement;  the  old  line  being  entirely  filled 
with  rust. 

These  items  have  much  improved  the  “physical  condition  of  the 
building.

FINANCE  COMMITTEE  REPORT 
The  Finance  Committee  has  held  ten  regular  meetings  with  practi- 
cally one  hundred  per  cent  attendance. 

The  Committee  authorized  the  appeal  to  the  Appellate  Tax  Board 
on  our  1951  taxes  to  the  City  of  Boston. 
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The  Treasurer  was  authorized  to  deposit  any  excess  of  current  funds 
in  savings  banks  whenever  he  deemed  it  expedient. 

The  Building  Manager  asked  the  Committee  to  allow  him  to  deal 
with  the  tax  situation  through  the  Convention  Bureau,  which  was  granted. 
Subsequently  an  abatement  was  granted  and  the  Association  recovered 
$11,304  in  taxes  and  $414.86  interest,  or  a total  of  $11,718.86. 

The  Committee  authorized  the  filing  for  an  abatement  for  1952  taxes, 
which  were  paid  under  protest,  and  appeal  to  Appellate  Tax  Board  if 
necessary. 

The  Committee  have  examined  all  bills  of  account  against  the 
Association. 

For  a detailed  report  of  the  finances,  we  refer  you  to  the  Treasurer’s 
Report  submitted  at  this  meeting,  also  the  Auditor’s  Report  in  full  which 
is  recorded  in  the  records  of  the  Association  and  will  be  printed  in  the 
Annual  Report. 

The  Committee  recommend  an  appropriation  of  $150,000  for  current 
expenses  for  the  fiscal  year.

William  C.  Noel  was  unanimously  elected 
to  fill  this  vacancy.

The  securities  shown  in  detail  in  Exhibit  A were  examined  by  me  in 
the  presence  of  all  of  the  Trustees  on  December  26,  1952  at  the  safe 
deposit  vaults  of  Boston  Safe  Deposit  and  Trust  Company. 

The  income  from  investments  received  in  1952  is  reflected  in  detail 
in  Exhibit  B.  For  statistical  purposes  this  is  shown  in  comparative  form. 

Under  the  terms  of  the  will  of  the  late  Charles  R.  McLean,  the  sum 
of  $8,000  was  bequeathed  to  the  Association,  the  income  of  which  shall  be 
devoted  to  the  payment  of  a scholarship  of  two  years  each  in  any  depart- 
ment of  the  Massachusetts  Institute  of  Technology,  the  beneficiaries  to  be 
worthy  sons  of  members  or  past  members  of  the  Massachusetts  Charitable 
Mechanic  Association.  The  status  of  this  fund  is  set  forth  in  Exhibit  C. 

The  Funds,  in  charge  of  the  Trustees,  are  presented  in  Exhibit  D. 
Funds  unrestricted  as  to  income  are  to  be  used  in  maintaining  the  chari- 
table work  of  the  Association  in  accordance  with  the  by-laws.  The  Charles 
R.  McLean  Fund,  which  is  restricted,  is  commented  upon  in  Exhibit  C 
above.  For  statistical  purposes  this  Exhibit  is  presented  in  comparative 
form. 

An  analysis  of  the  General  Charity  Fund  is  reflected  in  Exhibit  D, 
Schedule  1.

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11.  To  ballot  for  new  members.  The  President  ap- 
pointed Harvey  B.  Leggee,  Wallace  E.  Crowley  and  M.

Com- 
mittee reported  the  vote  was  unanimous  and  the  President 
declared  them  duly  elected  members  of  the  Association. 

12.  To  hear  the  Valedictory  Address  of  the  President. 


To  the  Members  of  the  Massachiisetts  Charitable  Mechanic  Association: 

Custom,  and  not  decree  has  called  for  an  annual  address  by  the 
President  of  our  Association.  Last  year  it  was  omitted,  although  your 
President  did  speak  very  briefly  about  the  various  committees’  reports 
which  had  just  been  read  to  you  and  were  soon  to  be  in  print  and  given 
to  each  member. 

Several  weeks  ago,  I was  received  in  a rather  sizable  gathering  as  a 
disciple  of  the  late  President  Calvin  Coolidge,  who  did  not  waste  too 
many  words.  Having  known  Mr.  Coolidge  slightly,  it  is  true,  I admired 
him  much  in  many  ways. 

Today,  I would  like  to  talk  with  you  about  our  building  and  land, 
values,  assessments,  earnings,  expenses  and  other  features,  yet  I dare  not, 
because  how  often  our  written  or  spoken  words  are  distorted  or  misrepre- 
sented. Nearly  half  a century  ago,  one  of  our  best  known  and  capable  of 
politicians  said,  “Never  write  when  you  can  talk,  and  never  talk  when 
you  can  shake  your  head.”  His  words  impressed  me  much  over  the  years 
and  I have  added  a few  words  of  my  own  to  his,  and  they  are,  “Don’t 
shake  your  head  if  you  do  not  have  to.”  I have  found  even  that  not 
always  a safe  procedure  to  follow,  as  there  are  those  who  feel  that  silence 
gives  assent. 

However,  I shall  speak  briefly  about  our  location.  We  are  near  if 
not  in  the  Art  Center  of  our  city.  On  the  downtown  side,  we  have  the 
Public  Library,  Trinity  Church,  the  new  Old  South  Church,  Sheraton 
Plaza  Hotel,  the  Public  Garden  which  is  nearby,  and  others.  Uptown, 
our  near  neighbor  is  the  Christian  Science  Church  and  its  beautiful 
although  small  park.  Horticultural  and  Symphony  Halls,  Opera  House, 
Museum  of  Fine  Arts,  Northeastern  University,  the  Y.M.C.A.  and  the 
Conservatory  of  Music.  We  are  on  the  main  artery  to  the  heart  of  the 
Commonwealth.  The  subway  passes  our  doors  with  its  Mechanic  Sta- 
tion stop,  which  would  be  easy  to  tie  into  our  building,  if  needed.  We 
have  at  least  three  railroad  lines  within  stone’s  throw,  long  railroad  sidings 
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at  the  rear,  six  hundred  feet  frontage  on  the  main  artery  Huntington 
Avenue,  and  one  hundred  ten  thousand  square  feet  of  land.  Yes,  there 
is  much  in  our  favor. 

There  are  those  who  are  critical  of  our  building.  They  say  it  is  old. 
We  know  it  is  not  modern,  yet  it  serves  our  city  and  its  surroundings 
nobly.  I have  read  and  hstened  to  criticism  over  the  years,  and  with  no 
intention  of  entering  any  controversy,  as  an  engineer  and  builder  of  more 
than  two  score  years,  I venture  to  say  that  most  of  what  is  said  and  written 
comes  from  those  who  know  the  least  about  it  and  perhaps  like  to  see  their 
name  in  print. 

Only  six  nights  ago,  I walked  from  Grand  Hall  through  the  entire 
length  of  the  building  with  two  of  Greater  Boston’s  well-known  citizens, 
both  bank  men,  one  the  president  of  a well-known  bank,  the  other  a 
director  of  a large  commercial  bank,  when  apropos  of  nothing  one  said, 
and  I quote  his  words,  “What  a great  thing  this  building  is  for  Boston; 
consider  all  the  business  it  brings  here.”  Yes,  the  building  is  still  serving 
its  purpose  and  the  city.  Let  no  one  tell  you  otherwise.  And,  we  have 
the  same  old  tax  problem. 

A few  days  ago  Mr.  Laing,  our  Building  Manager,  handed  me  this 
letter  which  I shall  now  read  and  later  have  incorporated  in  this  message : 

January  7,  1953. 

Lawson  W.  Oakes,  President 
Massachusetts  Charitable  Mechanic  Association 
Boston,  Massachusetts 

Dear  Mr.  Oakes: 

I have  just  seen  the  final  figures  for  the  year  1952  and  they  are  not 
quite  as  impressive  as  we  had  expected.  In  analyzing  them  we  of  course 
laid  the  bulk  of  the  fault  on  our  unabated  1952  taxes  of  some  $54,000. 
Also,  some  sources  of  revenue  didn’t  materialize  and  operating  costs  con- 
tinue to  mount.  It  occurred  to  us  that  a complete  picture  of  your  term  of 
office  would  be  necessary  to  explain  our  operation.  The  figures  used  are 
taken  from  the  auditor’s  reports  of  1950-51-52  and  are  in  some  instances 
rather  surprising. 

The  three  years  gross  income  amounted  to  $461,252.49.  It  is  inter- 
esting to  note  that  of  this  amount  $43,645.23  represents  profit  on  electricity 
and  $39,243.65  received  from  our  concessionaire.  Of  the  larger  expenses 
wages  and  salaries  constitute  the  greatest,  $146,089.69;  net  City  of  Boston 
taxes  $133,443  followed  by  insurance  at  $30,403.02  and  Edison  Steam  at 
$30,000.  Without  going  too  far  down  the  line  we  have  a total  operating 
expense  of  $415,352.59.  The  general  funds  of  the  Association  have  there- 
fore been  increased  by  $45,926.90  during  your  term  of  office,  more  than 
any  similar  period  since  1927. 

The  organization  has  continued  to  function  smoothly  and  the  past 
three  years  have  shown  additional  efforts  to  create  new  sources  of  revenue. 
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The  entire  staff  joins  me  in  thanking  you  and  your  Board  of  Government 
for  your  support  and  thoughtful  co-operation  during  your  term  of  office. 

I wish  to  convey  to  the  Board  my  appreciation  for  the  excellent 
assistance  given  to  me  by  Miss  Horn  and  Mr.  Percy  C.  Bond.

Thank  you,  Mr.  Laing,  for  your  report.  Mr.  Laing’s  letter  and  the 
various  reports  you  have  just  heard  furnish  much  food  for  serious  thought 
which  we  leave  with  you. 

Our  committees  have  worked  well  together  and  the  average  attend- 
ance at  their  meetings  has  increased  much,  percentagewise,  thus  showing 
a greater  interest  and  devotion  to  our  work  at  hand  and  that  the  oppor- 
tunity to  serve  usefully  and  inconspicuously  has  never  been  denied  us, 
for  which  we  are  thankful.  As  usual  too  much  credit  cannot  be  given  to 
our  Secretary-Treasurer,  Mr.  Bond,  our  Building  Manager,  Mr.  Laing, 
and  his  assistant  Miss  Horn  for  any  measure  of  success  that  has  come  to 
us  during  these  three  years.  We  are  most  fortunate  to  have  them  with  us, 
and  also  others  who  have  labored  faithfully  with  them. 

Our  Triennial  Banquet  was  held  January  9,  1953,  in  the  Roof  Ball- 
room of  the  Parker  House,  Boston.  The  night  before  Boston  had  its 
worst  snowstorm  to  date  this  winter.  It  continued  well  into  the  morning 
of  the  ninth  and  the  travel  conditions,  with  roads  blocked,  were  most 
hazardous.  Yet  in  spite  of  all  this,  approximately  one  hundred  fifty  of 
two  hundred,  who  had  signified  their  intentions  to  be  present,  were  with 
us  and  spent  a delightful  evening.  Honorable  Robert  Gardiner  Wilson,  Jr., 
Judge  of  Probate  of  Suffolk  County,  was  our  guest  speaker  and  spoke 
brilliantly  and  instructively  about  his  duties  in  his  court.  We  thank  him 
again  for  coming  out  on  such  a night.  Judge  Wilson’s  father  became  a 
member  of  our  Association  in  1924  and  remained  one  until  the  time  of  his 
death. 

Three  acts  of  vaudeville  were  presented  later  in  the  evening. 

Too  much  cannot  be  said  about  the  personal  interest  and  co-operation 
of  Mr.  Morehouse  and  Mr.  Pacheco,  both  officials  of  the  Parker  House,  in 
making  the  evening  a pleasant  one. 

During  the  evening  a telegram  was  received  from  Dr.  Melvin  M. 
Johnson  from  Bermuda,  regretting  his  absence  and  congratulations  on 
administration.  Dr.  Johnson’s  being  made  an  Honorary  Member  of  our 
Association  was  my  first  official  act  as  your  President  three  years  ago, 
he  being  the  first  in  eight  years. 

One  of  my  last  acts  as  your  President  was  to  propose  the  name  of 
George  Washington  for  Honorary  Membership,  posthumously.  During 
General  Washington’s  lifetime  there  was  no  provision  for  Honorary 
Membership  in  our  Association;  that  was  made  a part  of  our  By-Laws  in 
1820.

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In  more  recent  years,  on  reading  Buckingham’s  Annals  of  the  Massa- 
chusetts Charitable  Mechanic  Association  and  other  writings  available, 
I have  been  deeply  impressed  with  the  foresight,  initiative,  and  courage 
of  our  earlier  members,  who  came  to  this  site  and  built  this  building  nearly 
three-quarters  of  a century  ago,  then  one  of  the  largest  buildings  in  New 
England.  ^Miat  an  undertaking  in  those  days.  We  admire  them  for 
what  they  did. 

On  retiring  as  your  President  today,  let  me  thank  you  for  the  privilege 
of  serving  you  and  this  Association.  I consider  it  a great  and  a distinct 
honor,  almost  second  to  none,  to  have  my  name  linked  with  those  of  Paul 
Revere,  Benjamin  Russell  and  all  the  great  men  who  have  followed  them 
for  more  than  a century  and  a half. 

I pledge  to  my  successor  in  office  the  same  loyal  and  generous  support 
that  he  has  given  over  the  years.  I congratulate  him  and  even  more  so 
our  Association  in  having  so  able  and  fine  a gentleman  to  carry  on.

The  meeting  adjourned  at  3.24  p.m.

There  being  none,  the  nominations  were 
closed  and  the  President  appointed  a committee  of  three,  N.  Russell  Lynn, 
Chairman,  John  F.  McGann  and  Oberlin  S.  Clark  to  distribute,  collect 
and  count  ballots.  The  first  ballot  cast  was  for  President  and  Mr.  Lynn 
reported  that  by  unanimous  vote  Harvey  L.  Macaulay  was  elected 
President. 

The  President  was  asked  by  the  President-elect  to  con- 
tinue on  with  the  meeting.  The  retiring  President  congratu- 
lated the  Association  for  being  so  fortunate  as  to  have  such  a 
man  as  Mr.  Macaulay  to  carry  on.  Mr.  Macaulay  thanked 
the  members  for  the  honor  bestowed  upon  him  and  stated 
that  he  would  try  to  continue  on  with  the  good  leadership.

NECROLOGY 


REUBEN  E.  GOHO 

Reuben  Elmer  Goho  was  born  in  Shenandoah,  Pennsylvania, 
April  29,  1879,  and  died  February  7,  1952,  aged  seventy-two  years,  nine 
months  and  eight  days. 

Mr.  Goho  was  the  son  of  Wilbur  F.  and  Marion  Brown  Goho  and 
received  his  education  in  the  Philadelphia  public  schools.  He  started  his 
business  career  in  the  sheet  metal  industry  and  eventually  became  Presi- 
dent of  the  Boston  Metal  Ceiling  and  Manufacturing  Company  of 
Cambridge,  Massachusetts.  Mr.  Goho  retired  in  1942. 

Mr.  Goho  served  as  a commissioned  officer  in  the  Ordnance  Corps  of 
the  U.  S.  Army  in  both  World  Wars  and  retired  in  1945. 

Mr.  Goho  was  a member  and  Past  President  of  the  Boston  Post 
Army  Ordnance  Association;  member  of  Military  Order  of  World  War. 
He  was  a member  of  the  Boston  Rotary  Club  for  thirty-five  years  and  was 
elected  a member  of  the  Philadelphia  Rotary  in  1946. 

Mr.  Goho  was  interested  in  social  work  and  was  connected  with  the 
Dennison  House  of  Boston  and  a member  of  the  Soup  Society  of  Phila- 
delphia. Mr.  Goho  joined  the  Massachusetts  Charitable  Mechanic 
Association  in  1926  and  served  on  Committee  of  Relief  from  1938  to  1943, 
being  Chairman  1940,  1941,  1942,  until  he  moved  to  Philadelphia  and 
because  of  his  removal  resigned  in  1943.  Mr.  Goho  was  intensely  inter- 
ested in  this  work.  He  was  a member  of  Milita  Chapter  of  Masons  and 
Arch  Street  Church  in  Philadelphia. 

In  June,  1899,  he  married  May  Estelle  Lewis,  who  survives. 

J.  ROYAL  KINNEY 

J.  Royal  Kinney,  who  joined  this  Association  in  April,  1920,  died 
February  17,  1952,  aged  eighty-two  years,  nine  months  and  six  days. 

Mr.  Kinney  was  the  son  of  Charles  H.  and  Mahala  Perkins  Kinney 
and  was  born  in  Plainfield,  Vermont,  where  he  lived  on  a farm  until  thirty 
years  of  age.  He  worked  for  three  and  one-half  years  in  a market  in 
Vermont  after  which  he  came  to  Boston  to  take  up  vocal  training  and 
worked  as  salesman  until  1907.  In  1907  he  brought  out  patents  of  the 
Kinney  Pump  and  other  products  and  established  the  firm  of  Kinney 
Manufacturing  Company,  and  became  President  of  the  company.  He 
remained  the  nominal  head  until  his  death. 

In  June,  1892,  he  married  Blanche  L.  Lane,  who  survives. 

WILLIAM  T.  STEPHENS 

William  Thomas  Stephens  was  born  in  Pembroke  Dock,  Wales* 
July  28,  1880,  the  son  of  Andrew  and  Elizabeth  Rees  Stephens,  and  died 
April  24,  1952,  aged  seventy-one  years,  nine  months  and  tw^enty-six  days. 

Mr.  Stephens  obtained  his  education  in  the  English  elementary 
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schools  of  Cornwall,  England,  and  served  his  apprenticeship  at  Fowey, 
Cornwall,  England,  from  October,  1895,  to  December,  1900  as  a carpenter. 
Mr.  Stephens  came  to  America  in  April,  1905,  and  eventually  associated 
with  Mr.  William  S.  Sandy.  When  Mr.  Sandy  died,  Mr.  Stephens  became 
owner  of  the  business  which  he  continued  until  his  death.  Mr.  Stephens 
was  one  of  the  founders  of  the  Boston  Cornwall  Club. 

Mr.  Stephens  was  a member  of  the  Converse  Lodge  A.F.  & A.M.; 
Tabernacle  Royal  Arch  Chapter;  Melrose  Council  R.  & S.  Masters, 
Beauseant,  Commandery  Knights  Templar  and  Aleppo  Temple  Shrine. 

In  January,  1915,  he  married  Nellie  Louise  Farrant,  who  with  a 
daughter  survives. 

WILLIAM  H.  ELLIS,  Sr. 

William  Henry  Ellis,  who  joined  this  Association  in  April,  1937, 
died  July  20,  1952,  aged  sixty-seven  years,  eleven  months  and  eleven  days. 

Mr.  Ellis  was  born  in  East  Boston,  Massachusetts,  the  son  of  William 
H.  and  Josephine  V.  Kenny  Ellis,  and  attended  the  Boston  schools,  gradu- 
ating from  the  Chapman  and  Mechanics  Art  high  schools,  having  com- 
pleted courses  in  mathematics  and  engineering  under  tutors  after  leaving 
high  school.  He  received  a degree  from  the  College  of  the  Spoken  Word 
in  Oratory,  May,  1937. 

Mr.  Ellis  entered  the  business  world  with  his  father,  William  Herbert 
Ellis,  who  was  an  associate  of  Donald  McKay,  historic  builder  of  clipper 
ships.  In  1884,  he  started, his  own  business  of  wharf  and  bridge  building 
and  in  1910,  it  was  incorporated  as  William  H.  Ellis  & Son  Company,  and 
since  that  time  has  either  built  or  repaired  practically  every  wharf,  pier 
and  sea  wall  in  New  England. 

The  William  H.  Ellis  & Son  Company  was  the  first  marine  organiza- 
tion to  win  the  Swenson  Trophy  awarded  by  the  Association  of  General 
Contractors  of  America  for  the  best  safety  record  in  New  England.  Mr. 
Ellis  had  been  general  manager  of  the  William  H.  Ellis  & Son  Company 
since  1919,  and  for  forty  years  connected  with  the  Port  of  Boston  and  for 
twenty-five  years  was  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Appeals  in  the  Boston 
Building  Department. 

Mr.  Ellis  was  a former  President  of  the  Nantasket  Boat  Line;  a 
Trustee  of  the  East  Boston  Savings  Bank;  a Director  of  the  Enterprise 
Co-operative  Bank  of  East  Boston;  a member  and  Past  Captain  of 
Ancient  and  Honorable  Artillery  Company,  and  had  the  distinction  of 
installing  King  George  VI  of  England  as  a member  in  London  in  1936. 

He  was  a former  member  of  American  Society  of  Civil  Engineers; 
American  Society  of  Military  Engineers;  a former  Vice-President  of 
Massachusetts  Chapter,  Boston  Society  of  Civil  Engineers;  Chamber  of 
Commerce;  City  Club;  Army  and  Navy  Club;  Elks;  Charitable  Irish 
Society  and  Propeller  Club. 

Mr.  Ellis  was  an  enthusiastic  member  of  this  Association  and  served 
on  the  Board  of  Government  for  nine  years. 

In  1909,  he  married  Frances  Deane  Cunniff,  who  with  a son  and  two 
daughters  survives. 
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ALBERT  B.  BENT 

Albert  Berry  Bent  was  born  in  Boston,  January  8,  1867,  and  died 
in  Winchester,  September  25,  1952,  aged  eighty-five  years,  eight  months 
and  seventeen  days. 

Mr.  Bent  was  the  son  of  Joseph  B.  and  Matilda  Coffin  Bent  and 
received  his  education  in  the  Reading,  Massachusetts  schools.  At  the  age 
of  seventeen  years,  he  went  to  work  for  the  G.  W.  Bent  Company  where 
he  remained  for  forty-five  years.  The  firm  manufactured  metal  bedsteads 
and  bedding  and  Mr.  Bent  was  Secretary  and  Treasurer  for  many  years, 
retiring  in  1926,  when  the  business  was  discontinued. 

He  then  associated  himseK  with  the  Charles  E.  Howe  Company, 
real  estate  and  insurance  operators.  Mr.  Bent  was  formerly  a member  of 
the  Masonic  fraternity  and  an  official  of  Crawford  Memorial  Methodist 
Church  since  1919,  and  Secretary  of  the  Society  and  Clerk  of  the  Board 
of  Trustees.  He  joined  this  Association  in  1920. 

In  October,  1889,  he  married  Harriet  Hamilton,  who  preceded  him  in 
death.  Mr.  Bent  is  survived  by  two  daughters. 


JOHN  C.  MONAHAN 

John  C.  Monahan  was  the  son  of  John  J.  and  Evangeline  McEnaney 
Monahan  and  was  born  in  Westford,  Massachusetts,  August  24,  1894. 
He  died  October  20,  1952,  aged  fifty-eight  years,  one  month  and  twenty- 
six  days. 

Mr.  Monahan  received  his  education  in  the  Lowell,  Massachusetts 
schools,  graduating  from  Lowell  High  in  1911.  He  entered  Massachusetts 
Institute  of  Technology  for  one  year,  then  entered  Dartmouth  College, 
graduating  in  1916  with  a B.S.  degree.  After  graduating  from  college, 
he  entered  the  building  business  with  his  father  and  eventually  struck  out 
for  himself  as  a contractor,  appraiser,  and  fire  insurance  adjuster. 

Mr.  Monahan  was  a commissioned  officer  of  the  Army  Engineers 
First  Division  during  World  War  I and  served  overseas.  He  was  the  first 
Commander  of  Chelmsford  Post  No.  212,  American  Legion. 

Mr.  Monahan  was  a member  of  the  Boston  Independent  Adjusters; 
Master  Builders  Association  of  Boston;  Holy  Name  Society  of  St.  John’s 
Church  of  North  Chelmsford.  He  joined  the  Massachusetts  Charitable 
Mechanic  Association  in  1943. 

In  July,  1923,  he  married  Frances  O’Neil,  who  with  a son  and  daughter 
survives. 


JOHN  W.  HARRISON 

John  Woodbury  Harrison  was  born  in  Cambridge,  Massachusetts, 
October  1,  1903,  and  died  October  22,  1952,  aged  forty-nine  years  and 
twenty-one  days. 

Mr.  Harrison  was  the  son  of  Charles  M.  and  Mildred  A.  Hunt 
Harrison  and  received  his  education  in  the  Reading  grade  and  high  schools. 
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In  1921,  he  entered  the  business  world  in  the  building  contracting 
business  with  Gerry  & Northrup  Company,  working  up  through  the  years 
to  become  President  and  Treasurer,  which  positions  he  held  at  the  time 
of  his  death. 

Mr.  Harrison  joined  this  Association  August,  1950,  following  the 
footsteps  of  his  father  who  was  a member  for  thirty-four  years  before  his 
death  and  who  was  also  President  and  Treasurer  of  the  Gerry  & Northrup 
Company  at  the  time  of  his  death. 

Mr.  Harrison  was  a member  of  the  Reading  Public  Works  for  six 
years;  a member  of  the  Reading  Rifle  and  Revolver  Club;  First  Baptist 
Church  of  Reading. 

On  October  23,  1923,  he  married  Bertha  Elizabeth  Wood,  who  with 
a son  and  daughter  survives. 

FRANCIS  X.  GRADY 

Francis  Xavier  Grady,  born  in  Boston,  Massachusetts,  September 
24, 1874,  the  son  of  Michael  J.  and  Sarah  B.  Clark  Grady,  died  October  22, 
1952,  aged  seventy-eight  years  and  twenty-eight  days. 

Mr.  Grady  received  his  education  in  the  Boston  schools  and  when 
completing  his  education  he  entered  the  business  world  by  associating  in 
the  plastering  business  with  his  father.  When  his  father  retired  in  1922, 
Mr.  Grady  took  over  the  business  as  M.  J.  Grady  and  Son,  which  he 
continued  until  April,  1952,  when  he  closed  it  out. 

Mr.  Grady  was  a member  of  the  Master  Builders  Association  of 
Boston;  Massachusetts  Building  Congress;  Building  Trades  Employers’ 
Association  of  which  he  had  been  Treasurer  for  many  years  and  was  at 
the  time  of  his  death.  Mr.  Grady  was  a member  of  Revere  Lodge  of  Elks. 
He  served  the  Massachusetts  Charitable  Mechanic  Association  on  the 
Board  of  Government  for  the  years  1919-1921,  and  the  Committee  of 
Relief  from  1939,  and  was  still  serving  at  the  time  of  his  death,  a period 
of  over  thirteen  years.  The  Committee  recognized  his  long  and  faithful 
service  by  setting  aside  a page  in  their  records  in  honor  of  his  memory. 

In  June,  1900,  Mr.  Grady  married  Agnes  A.  Carroll,  who  bore  him 
three  sons  and  a daughter  and  preceded  him  in  death.  The  sons  and  a 
daughter  survive. 

GUSTAVUS  J.  ESSELEN 

Gustavus  John  Esselen  was  born  in  Roxbury,  Massachusetts,  the 
son  of  Gustavus  J.  and  Joanna  Blyleven  Esselen,  and  obtained  his  educa- 
tion in  the  Roxbury  Latin  School  and  Harvard  College,  receiving  his  A.B. 
(magna  cum  laude)  in  chemistry  in  1909;  his  A.M.  in  1911  and  Ph.D.  in 
1912. 

Mr.  Esselen  v/as  from  1912  to  1921  a member  of  the  research  staff 
of  General  Electric  Company  and  Arthur  D.  Little,  Inc.  From  1921  to 
1930,  he  was  Vice-President  and  Director  of  Research  at  Skinner,  Sherman 
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and  Esselen,  Inc.  In  1930,  he  established  Gustavus  J.  Esselen,  Inc., 
consulting  chemist  and  chemical  engineers  of  which  Mr.  Esselen  was 
President,  and  in  1946  he  founded  the  Esselen  Research  Corporation  in 
Boston,  which  three  years  later  was  merged  with  the  United  States  Testing 
Co.,  Inc.  Mr.  Esselen  was  named  a Vice-President  and  Director.  He  was 
the  author  of  numerous  technical  papers  on  Industrial  Chemistry,  Chemi- 
cal and  Metallurgical  Engineering  and  held  numerous  patents  both  United 
States  and  foreign.  Mr.  Esselen  was  a fellow  of  many  science  associations 
and  member  and  director  of  many  engineering  and  research  societies. 

Mr.  Esselen  was  a delegate  to  the  National  Academy  of  Sciences  at 
Liege  in  1930  and  Lucerne  in  1936.  He  was  the  recipient  of  the  Modern 
Pioneer  Award  from  National  Association  of  Manufacturers  in  1940. 

Dr.  Esselen  was  born  June  30,  1888  and  died  October  22,  1952,  being 
sixty-four  years,  three  months  and  twenty-two  days  old  at  the  time  of  his 
death. 

In  September,  1912,  he  married  Henrietta  Locke,  who  bore  him  two 
daughters  and  a son,  who  survive. 

HENRY  H.  LYNCH 

Henry  Hawley  Lynch,  a member  of  this  Association  since  1909, 
died  December  6,  1952,  aged  seventy-four  years,  seven  months  and 
eleven  days. 

Mr.  Lynch  was  born  in  Boston,  Massachusetts,  the  son  of  John 
Edward  Lynch  (who  was  also  a member  of  this  Association)  and  Harriet 
E.  Hawley  Lynch.  Mr.  Lynch  received  his  education  in  the  Boston 
schools,  and  Harvard  College,  Class  of  1902.  Mr.  Lynch  entered  the 
business  world  upon  leaving  college  with  his  father,  in  the  Hodge  Boiler 
Works,  assuming  the  Presidency  in  1902,  which  position  he  held  until  1942 
when  he  became  Treasurer,  which  position  he  held  at  the  time  of  his  death. 

Mr.  Lynch  had  been  a member  of  the  State  Department  Public 
Safety  Board  of  Boiler  Rules  since  1913.  He  was  a member  and  Past 
President  of  the  Marshfield  Country  Club;  a member  of  the  Ancient 
and  Honorable  Artillery  Company;  Harvard  Club  of  Boston  and  New 
York;  Engineers’  Club  of  Boston;  Braeburn  Country  Club;  Union  Boat 
Club;  Society  of  Mayflower  Descendants;  Adirondacks  Club  and  Holly- 
wood Club. 

Mr.  Lynch  was  a member  of  Beth  Horan  and  Noddle  Island  Lodges, 
A.F.  & A.M.;  Scottish  Rite  Bodies  and  Aleppo  Temple. 

In  August,  1902,  he  married  Lucy  Washburn  Ivers  who  with  two 
sons  and  a daughter  survives. 

WILLIAM  W.  WILSON 

William  Wood  Wilson,  who  joined  this  Association  January  16, 
1923,  died  December  15,  1952,  aged  seventy-eight  years,  two  months  and 
thirteen  days. 

Mr.  Wilson  was  born  in  Goshen,  Virginia,  the  son  of  John  and  Selina 
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Wilson,  and  received  his  education  in  the  St.  Louis  and  Chicago  schools. 
On  finishing  his  education  he  entered  the  building  business  with  his  father,, 
learning  the  trade  of  brick  mason.  Mr.  Wilson  came  to  Boston  about  1896, 
and  some  years  later  formed  a partnership  with  Mr.  Tomlinson  under  the 
firm  name  of  Wilson  & Tomlinson.  After  leaving  the  building  contracting 
business,  Mr.  Wilson  was  interested  in  the  boat  and  yacht  building  which 
he  continued  until  failing  health  caused  his  retirement.
